A correspondent writes to the London 
Field that while he was hunting rabbits 
with ferrets in January lie found rah1 its 
on three occasions in willow trees which 
overhung the water of a mill stream. 
The miller csaid that it was not an un­ 
usual circumstance. Bourn months ago 
The Field told of other rabbit* which 
had Lien si lot, liko raccoons or opos­ 
sums, out rf tn * s in England. In re­ 
el ut years cases of rabbits in trees have 
been reported with increasing frequency. 
From Australia has come the ratwt re­ 
markable story of rabbits as climbers. 
The only way in which rabbits could be 
kept out of certain tracts of laud in 
Australia was by the building of wire 
fences about them, the fences having 
meshes so small that the beasts could 
not crawl through and being so high 
that they coaid not jumpover. Tho rab­ 
bits have clawed at tho win s until their 
nails gradually have become hooked. 
Borne of the rabbits learned to scale the 
fences, and then great additional er­ 
in use wa> necessary, for t he top of the 
fence had to be bent over like a J rip­ 
tide down, with Hie hook out, so thai 
the rodents i< aid not g* t over the top.

To be able to play two parts in the 
same piece—-to portray, perhaps two 
characters of totally different caliber— 
is not an undertaking which many ac­ 
tors care to attempt. 
It is only the ex­ 
perienced artist who may attempt the 
feat with impunity, aud even then, 
though he may appear to th* audience 
to achieve his end without an effort, 
there are many more difficulties in bis 
path than meet the eye of the habitual 
theater goer. 
Not only mult the actor be possessed 
of no small amount of histrionic talent, 
but he must often call in the aid of an 
understudy, whose duty it is to gull the 
onlooker into the belief that their favor­ 
ite is performing the impossible feat of 
being in two places at one and the same 
time. For in nearly every piny of snob a 
character it is well nigh impossible for 
the author so to arrange his piece that 
the actor may never be called upon to 
be on the stage with his double. 
Auy one who has been to see “ The 
Prisoner of Zenda” performed at the St. 
James theater, must have marveled at 
the lightning Celerity with which Mr. 
George Alexander, a moment before the 
drunken king of Ruritauia, suddenly, 
as by some act of witchcraft, reappeared 
as Rudolf Rasseudyll, clad in the ordi­ 
nary costume of the English tourist. 
Then, to every oue’s surprise, tire supine 
body of the king was carried in so that 
to all appearances Mr. Alexander was 
gazing upon his own person. In reality, 
cd course, it was merely a lightning 
change, and the understudy had to be 
requisitioned to supply the person of the 
king. 
A more famous case of double imper­ 
sonation, however, is that of “ The Cor­ 
sican Brothers,” the first play perhaps 
in which Sir Henry Irving gave us a 
taste of his wonderful talent. 
In the first act—to give a slight re 
snrae of the play—the ghost of Louis, 
killed in a duel by a certain Chateau 
Reuaud in the forest of Fontainebleau, 
appears to Fabieu, his brother. The sec­ 
ond act takes us to Paris, aud through 
varied incident to the death of Louis. 
Here Irving was Louis. 
In the third uct, however, it isFabien 
who is once more before us, who has 
constituted himself the avenger (lf his 
brother's death.* Ho meets Chateau 
Renaud and demands satisfaction. 
Re 
naud is worsted aud falls to the ground 
Then suddenly the ghost of Louis ap­ 
pears, and, to personate the spirit of 
tho dead man, Irving had had to fly to 
the wings, make bis way below tho 
stage aud take his stand upon the trap, 
wtiieh conveyed him upward to the 
gaze of the thrilled spectators. 
How was it done? The audience was 
amazed. Yet the explanation is com 
oaratively simple: Irving stepped be­ 
hind a “ property” tree. 
His “ double” 
instantly filled his place, taking good 
care not to face tho audience when it 
was necessary for him to confront the 
ghost. Hence the lightning change from 
mortal to spirit and the resultant be 
wilderment of tho beholders. 
Neither is the “ Corsican Brothers’ 
the only play in which Irving bps con 
trived to take a double part and yet 
nonplus the audience by the adroitness 
of bis metamorphosis. 
Those who are familiar with the 
“ Lyons Mail” will doubtless remem­ 
ber the most telling scene iii the play. 
Here Do bose, the murderer, is in an 
al tic, gazing down upon the prepara­ 
tions being made for the execution of 
the innocent Ll snrqaes—whose likeness 
to the real murderer has brought him 
to such a terrible pass—an expression 
of horrible glee upon his face, clapping 
his hands as he sees the apparently 
doomed man step forward to his death. 
But hie exultation is premature. Le- 
surques is reprieved, and the crowd 
suddenly catches sight of the villainous 
face of the real murderer at the attio 
window. The door of the room is bat­ 
tered in. Behind it stands Dubose. The 
wretch is dragged from his refuge, aud 
as they do so Irving-Lesurques coolly 
walks in upon the scene of turmoil. 
The door of the at tie is made to open 
inward, th is shutting Irving Duboso 
from view of the auditorium. In a mo­ 
ment be slips through a trap. 
His 
“ double” takes his place, to be hustled 
unceremoniously by the crowd of “ su­ 
pers,” whose duty it is also to conceal 
the man’s face in case the fraud should 
be discovered.

though he may appear to th* audience 
to achieve his end without an effort, 
there are many mon* difficulties in his 
path than m eet'the eye or the habitual 
theater goer. 
Not only m ult the actor bo possessed 
of uo small amount of histrionic talent, 
but be canst often call in Hie aid of an 
understudy, whose duty it is to gull the 
onlooker into the belief that their favor 
ite is performing the impossible feat of 
being in two places at one and the same 
time. For in nearly every pkty of snob a 
character it is w ell nigh impossible for 
the author so to arrange his piece that 
the actor may never be called upon to 
be on the stage with his double. 
Any one who has been to see “ The 
Prisoner of Zeiidu” performed at the St. 
James theater, must have marveled at 
(be lightning Celerity with which Mr. 
George Alexander, a moment before ta© 
drunken king of Ruritauia, soddenly, 
as by some act of witchcraft, reappeared 
as Rudolf Rassi udyll, clad in the ordi­ 
nary costume of the English tonne*. 
Then, to ©very uuw’b nurprise, the supine 
body of the king was carried in so that 
to all appearances Mr. Alexander was 
gazing upon his own person. In reality, 
of course, it was merely a lightning 
change, and the understudy had to be 
requisitioned to supply the person of the 
king. 
A more famous case of double imper­ 
sonation, however, is that of “ The Cor- 
aican Brothers, ” the first play perhaps 
in which Sir Henry Irving gave us a 
taste of his wonderful talent. 
In the first aet— to give a slight re 
some of the play—the ghost of Louis, 
killed in a duel by a certain Chateau 
Hi uaud in the forest of Fontainebleau, 
appears to Fa bien, his brother. The sec­ 
ond act takes us to Paris, and through 
varied incident to the death of Louis. 
Here Irving was Ixonia 
In the third act, however, it Is Fabien 
who is once more before us, who has 
constituted himself the avenger tft his 
brother’s death.* 
Ho 
meets Chateau 
Renaud and demands satisfaction. 
He- 
uaud is worsted aud falls to the ground. 
Then suddenly the ghost of Louis ap­ 
pears, mu], to personate the spirit of 
tho dead man, Irving had had to fly to 
the wings, make his way below the 
stage aud take hts staud upon the trap, 
vdhigh conveyed 
him upward to the 
gaze of the thrilled spectators. 
How was it done? Tho audience was 
amazed. 
Yot the explanation is coir.- 
aratively simple: Irving su pped bo­ 
mi! a “ property” tree. 
His “ double" 
instantly filled his place, taking good 
care not to face tho audience wbeu it 
was necessary for him to confront the 
gboa*. Hem 1 * the lightning change from 
mortal to spirit arni the resultant be­ 
wilderment of tho beholders. 
Neither is the “ Corsican Brother*** 
the only play in which Irving has con 
trived to take a double part and yet 
nonplus the audience by the adroitness 
of his metamorphosis. 
Those who are fam iliar with the 
“ Lyons M ail” w ill doubtless remem­ 
ber the most telling scene in the play. 
lier© Dubose, the murderer, is in an 
attic, gazing down upon the prepara­ 
tion* being made for the exi'cution of 
tile innocent Leanrqut h—win -1 * likeness 
to the real murderer has brought him 
to such a terrible pass—an expression 
of horrible glee upon his face, clapping 
his hands as he sees th© apparent ly 
doomed man step forward to his death. 
Bu* his exultation is premature. 
Le 
surqucs is reprieved, and the crowd 
suddenly catches sight of the villainous 
face of the real murderer at the aitio 
window. 
Tho door of the room is bat 
ti red in. Behind it stands Dubose. The 
wretch is dragged from his refuge, and 
as they do so Irving Lesurques coolly 
walks in upon the scene of turmoil 
The door of the attie is made to open 
inward, thus shutting Irving Dubose 
from view of the auditorium 
In a mo 
aunt he slips through a trap. 
His 
“ double” takes his place, to be hustled 
unceremoniously by the crowd of "su 
per*,1’ whose duty it is also to conceal 
the man’* face in case the fraud should 
be discovered. 
Irving-Lesurquea eau 
hen coma on in hi* new role. 
But an ai tor has been known to play 
two parts without the assistance of 
dummy. 
Jn a certain play it was th© duty of 
the hero to leap out of the window of 
his room and to enter from a door on the 
opposite side of the stage clad in differ 
i nt clothes* though otherwise the same. 
This, however, was juggling 
pure 
and simple. The actor dropped into his 
second dress in much the same way a* 
an 
American 
fireman is reputed to 
his uniform. 
Th© costume 
consisted of but en© piece with a patent 
and as Ii© 
leaped through iii© window frame ho 
leaped into his clothes, which, so to 
speak, shut behind him aud left him re­ 
habilitated. 
Neither is the part of tho understudy 
one to be given to any ordinary “ super" 
from the mass of warriors, countrymen

To be able to play two part* in the 
same piece— to portray, perhaps two 
character* of totally different caliber— 
Is not an undertaking wllflch m any ac­ 
tor* car* to att* nipt, 
It Ut only the e*- 
pericnced artist who may attem pt the 
feat w ith immunity, and even 
then, 
though he may appear to th* audience 
to achieve hi* end w ithout an effort, 
there are m any more difficulties in bi* 
path than m eet the eye or the habitual 
theater goer. 
N ot only m u lt tho actor be possesw'd 
of no sm all am ount of histrionic taleut, 
but be m ust often call in the aid of an 
understudy, whose duty it is to gull the 
onlooker into the belief that their favor 
ite is perform ing the impossible feat of 
being iu tw o places at one and the same 
tim e. For in nearly every p k y of snob a 
character it is w ell uigh impossible for 
the author so to arrange his piece th a t 
the actor m ay never be called upon to 
be ou the stage w ith his double.

Jam es theater, m ust have m arveled at 
the lightning Celerity w ith w hich Mr. 
George A lexander, a m om ent before the 
drunken king of R uritauia, suddenly, 
a* by Borne act of w itchcraft, reappeared 
as Rudolf Hass* udyll, clad in the ordi­ 
nary costume of the English to u rist 
Then, to every oue’s surprise, the supine 
body of the king was carried in so th a t 
to all appearances Mr. Alexander was 
gazing upon Isis own person. In reality, 
of course, it was m erely a lightning 
change, and the understudy had to be 
requisitioned to supply the person of the 
king. 
A more famous case of double im per­ 
sonation, however, is that of “ The Cor- 
sican Brothers, ’ the first play perhaps 
in which Sir Henry Irving gave us a 
taste of his w onderful ta le n t 
In the first aet— to give a slight re 
m ine of the play—the ghost of Louis, 
killed in a duel by a certain Chateau 
Reuaud in the forest of Fontainebleau, 
appears to Fabien, his brother. The sec­ 
ond act takes us to Paris, and through 
varied incident to the death of Louis. 
Here Irving was Louis. 
In the third act, how* ver, it is Fabien 
who is once more before os, who bas 
constituted him self the avenger (ft his 
brother's death. 
He 
meets Chateau 
Renuud and dem ands satisfaction. 
Re* 
naud is worsted aud falls to the ground. 
Then suddenly the ghost of Louis ap­ 
pears, and, to personate the spirit of 
the dead m an, Irving had had to fly to 
the wings, make his way below tho 
stage aud take his stand upon tho trap, 
w liish conveyed 
him upw ard to the 
gaze of the thrilled spectators. 
How was it done? Tho audience wa* 
amazed. 
Yet the explanation is com 
oaratively sim ple: Irving stepped bo­ 
ll md a “ property” tree. 
Hss “ double” 
instantly filled his place, taking good 
care not to face tho audience when it 
was necessary for him to confront the 
ghost. Hence the lightning change from 
m ortal to spirit and the resultant be­ 
w ilderm ent of the beholders. 
N either is the “ Corsican Br* there’* 
the only play in which Irving h^is con 
trived to take a double part and yet 
nonplus the audience by the adroit new 
of bis metamorphosis. 
Those who are fam iliar w ith the 
“ Lyons M ail" w ill doubtless rem em ­ 
ber tho most telling scene kl the play. 
P ere Dubose, the m urderer, is in an 
attic, gazing down upon the prepara­ 
tions being made for the execution of 
the innocent U surqnes—-wh< s*- likeness 
to the real m urderer bas brought him 
to such a terrible pass—an expression 
of horrible glee upon his face, clapping 
his hands aa he sees the apparently 
doomed man step forw ard to bis death 
B ut hie exultation is prem ature. 
Le 
Barques is reprieved, and the erow*d 
suddenly catches eight of the villainous 
face of the real m urderer at the attic 
window. 
The door of the room us bat­ 
tered in. Behind it stands Dubose. The 
w retch is dragged from bis refuge, aud 
as they do so Irving-Lesurquos coolly 
walks in upon the scene of turm oil. 
The door of the atti« is made to open 
inw ard, thus shutting Irving Duboso 
from view of the auditorium . In a mo 
m ent he slips through a trap. 
“ double’’ takes his place, to be hustled 
uncerem oniously by the crowd of “ bu 
pers, ” whose duty it is also to conceal 
the m an’s face in case the fraud should 
be discovered. 
Irving-Lesurqucs can 
hen come on in his new role. 
B ut an actor has been known to play 
two parts w ithout the assistance of 
dummy. 
Jn a certain play it was the duty of 
the hero to leap cu t of the window of 
his room and to enter from a door on the 
opposite side of the stage clad in differ­ 
ent clothes, though otherw ise the same. 
This, however, was juggling pure 
and simple. The actor dropped into his 
second dress in much the same way a* 
an 
Am erican 
fireman is reputed to 
jum p into his ut.’form. 
The costume 
consisted of but one piece w ith a patent 
fastening down the back, and as he 
leaped through the window fram e he 
leaped into his clothes, which, so to 
speak, shut behind him and left him re­ 
habilitated. 
N either is the part of the understudy 
one to be given to any ordinary “ super” 
’ from the muss of w arriors, countrym en | 
j aud the like th a t go to make up a stage 
j crowd. 
He m ust be possessed of no 
j slight am ount of adaptability aud sm art- 
| n ess to enable his principal to go through 
j his arduous ta^k w ithout a h itch .— j

“ It is said that provision for a library 
for the White House was first made (lur 
ing Mr. F illm ore’s term . N eat cases are 
arranged about tho room* and most of 
them are filled w ith books—old editions 
of historical and classical w*orks. There 
is no catalogue, and the library has not 
been kept up.
